JoiiU’N. Chaddock, of this city. 02 
"years old aud acar|>enter by trade, told 
a pitiful story in the circuit court this 
morning while testifying in hit* own be­ 
half in a cauo instituted by him against 
Iloscoe Tabor, a minor, from whose 
father the afflicted carpenter would 
collect ¡M,000 damages for the destruc- 
, tlon of the sight of oue eye. 


In WtW Mr. Chaddock was shot in 
' the right eye by Koscoe Tabor who 
waa then nine years old. The weapon 
used-by the youth was an air*gui>, the 
Iwllet penetrating the centre of the 
eyeball, completely destroying 
the 
sight and necessitating the removal of 
* the eye, an operation performed by Dr. 
Tutton. 
i The injury was purely accidental. 
/M r. Chaddock was passing along the 
street and the boy, who was visiting in 
the family of A. Plummer, aimed the 
weapon towards the earth, the bullet 
striking some obstacle and glancing 
upwards with the result above de­ 
scribed. Tiie necessary removal of the 
injured eye resulted in a sympathetic 
Hlfeetion of the other eye and the right 
car to sueltan extent that, Mr. Chad­ 
dock Is obliged to wear smoked glasses 
and suiters a coiitinuul ringing sound 
in his ear. 


Further than this the ^lliicted man 
maintains that helms suffered intense 
mental anguish by reason of his in­ 
ability to secure employment sullie- 
ioutly remunerative to support his 
family. He claims that previous to the 
destruction of otn* of his eyes he was 
earning a salary at his trade of from 
to W per day. V orone year after the 
accident he was unable to work and 
since then he has lain »red at intervals 
at any price he could secure. 
, The straightened circumstances of 
the family, by reason of his inability to 
secure employment, it is allege«!, «*om- 
iielled him to mortgage their little 
home in this city. 
A more pathetic 
picture than the plaintiff, with his sil­ 
vered hair, his sad, furrowe«! features 
and tremulous voice, pixseuled this 
morning in the witness chair it not 
easy to conceive, 
lie said that he had 
suffered the most agonising mental tor­ 
ture; had s|H3ut slectdcss nights and 
unhappy days brooding over the i n a ­ 
bility of spendlug his remaining days 
surrounded by the hardships of a life 
of poverty. 


Mr. Chaddock, shortly after the ac­ 
cident, sued A. Plumin«*r for damag«*s, 


, alleging that Mr. Plummer was guilty 
of criminal negligence in permitting 
the boy to hav«i an alr-min in hi» pes- 
jiession. 
Mr. Chaddock was lieu ten on 
this ease.

nurseries, must bear the certificate of 
the State etomologist. 
Nurseries vio­ 
lating the law may be legally pro­ 
ceeded against.
